POST CARD EXPOSE 


OF POST-DISPATCH 
WINS CONVICTION 


M. J. Gettegno Is Fined $100 
for Selling Improper 
Pictures, 


IS SCORED BY, TRACY 


Judge Declares Traffic in 
Pictures Is Degrading to 
Morals. 


The first conviction as a result of the 
Post-Dispatch’s movement to suppress 
the sale of improper post cards in St. 
Louis was obtained Friday in the Clark 
Avenue Police Court when Judge Tracy 
fined M. J. Gettegno $100. 

Gettegno is the proprietor of a post 
card rack at the southeast corner of 
Broadway and Pine street. Thousands 
of visitors to the city pass his place 
every day and his display of worse than 
suggestive cards up to the time of his 
arrest was in plain view of everyone 
who walked along the busiest part of 
Broadway. 

Alphonse Howe, brother and law part- 
ner of Jeptha D. Howe, was counsei 
for Gettegno. 

His objections were frequently over- 
ruled and Judge Tracy told him that no 
argument could be offered in excus> 
for Gettegno’s action in corrupting the 
morals of the commonwealth. 

Sold Cards to Detective. 

Gettegno was arrested Sept. 8 after 
he had sold two post cards to Special 
Policeman Campbell. Both cards were 
offered in evidence. 

On one was a picture of a mosquito 
on a2 woman’s leg. Gettegno’s defense 
was that he could not read English and 
did not know that the inscription under 
the picture was gbjectionable. Judge 
Tracy said that he. should have had 
common sense enough to know that the 
mind which would conceive such a pic- 
ture would not have a highly moral 
maxim printed under it. 

The other picture showed a man and a 
woman in a hammock. In both cases 
Judge Tracy decided that the inscrip- 
| tion added to the impropriety of the 
ards. He said: 

“Jt makes neo difference whether, 
as this defendant says, he merely 
bought these cards as merchandise 
from a wholesaler. He is responsti- 
ble for their degrading effect on 
the public morals. They are de- 
praved, vicious, villainous creations. 

“If I could get one of the whole- 
sealers into this court I would fine 
him the maximum, $500. Men who 
would make money at the expense 
of the morals of the youth are be- 
neath coutempt.” ' 


Cards Only Evidence Necessary. 
The Judge overruled Howe's motion 


that the case be thrown out because 
ihe charges were vague. He said that 
pictures themselves constituted the 
charge and that it was only necessary to 
shew that Gettegno had sold them, This 
was established by Campbell's testi- 
mony. 

Howe contended that the pictures 
could not be called indecent, as some 
rersons might not consider them so. 

“If there is danger that a picture post- 
card would injure the morals of even 
one boy it should be suppressed,” said 
Judge Tracy. ‘In my mind there is no 
question that these cards are vile and 
immoral.’’ 

Gettegno filed notice of appeal. Two 
other cases against post-card dealers 
were continued to Sept. 29.

A few minutes later the rollicking 
music was drowned by a series of 
shrieks. Rushing into the parlor, 
Miss Freebersyser sank. upon a couch. 

“He tried to kill me,” she screamed, 
“He threw acid on me while I stood 
at the front: gate.” 

The horrified sister and Walter 
Heideman, the sweetheart, found that 
the young woman’s neck and shoul- 
ders were burned. Heidemar. sent in 
a hurry call for police and Lieut. 
Donegan and a squad of patrolmen 
went to the Freebersyser home at 
5013 .North Second street. 

After Miss Frecbersyser’s burns were 
caressed by Dr. Lewis of 5230 North 
Broadway and pronounced not serious, 
she told Lieut. Donegan that while she 
was standing at the front gate a man 
rose up in a clump of weeds and threw 
the acid on -her. 

Tells of Threat in Note. 

“TY knew something aas going to hap- 
pen,’’ she said. 

‘How did you know?” asked Donegan. 

“That letter I received in this morn- 
ing’s mail.’’ e 

She took an envelope from her pocket 
and handed it to Donegan. It read: 

Jeanette—Beware! Your life is in 
Ganger. This very day your enemy 
is about to kill you. 

“Why, that’s strange,” said Heide- 
man.* “JI received a threatening letter 
today. Here it is.’ 

Heideman’s missive read: 

As I learned where you Were em- 
ployed from Miss Lind, I found your 
address in the telephone book. I have 
been watching you two for a long 
time and I intend to get her off 
this earth. I.wih be down that 
way tonight. Don’t be frightened 
or stay away, as I won't hurt you. 
But she shall die this very night. 
I am no coward. 

Donegan went out on the trail of the 
assassin. At the front gate, inside the 
yard, he found a baking powder can 
which bore a strong odor of carbolic 
acid. He went tO Edward Speckart's 
drug store. 
 Druggist Says She Bought Acid. 

“Did you sell any carbolic acid late- 
ly?” he asked. Speckart consulted his 
poison register. 

“Why, yes,” he said. ‘I sold a 
dime’s worth to Miss Jeanette Free- 
bersyser an hour ago. She said. she 
wanted to wash a dog.’’ 

Returning he noted -that the clump of 
weeds from which the young woman 
said the man threw the can was 2% feet 
from the gate. 

In the back yard Donegan found sev- 
eral sheets of paper, the same as that 
on which the threatening notes was 
written. The writer of the notes had 
evidently been practicing on these sheets 
and several sentences found in the notes 
were scribbled on them. 

After obtaining a sample of Miss Free- 
bersyser’s handwriting and comparing 
it with the notes, Donegan announced 
that there was no reason for further 
investigation.

Chavez crossed the Simplon Pass at 
1:46, and thus accomplished what has 
been regarded as the most daring feat 
proposed for an aeroplanist. He had 
waited patiently for favorable weather 
along the route where strong winds are 
the rule. This morning both sides of 
the Alps reported clear weather, but 
the top of the Simplon Pass was ob- 
scured In a haze. 


Chavez determined to make the at- 
tempt and rose to a height estimated 
at nearly 7000 feet. It was known that 
it would be necessary for him to at- 
tain to nearly this altitude to clear 
the Simplon Pass, the summit of which 
rises 6692 feet. 

He maintained, apparently, this alti- 
tude for at least a half hour and fol- 
lowed over the road bullt by Napoleon 
ir.

United Shoe Machinery Co. approxi- 
mately $125,000 a month royalties for 
the use of its machines,

“The vaudeville » performers en- 
gaged by moving picture shows,” said 
Walther, “are naturally from the low- 
est ranks of the profession, and many 
of them are of the kind who seek to 
make up by vulgarity for a lack of 
talent. Many boys and girls are en- 
ticed from other occupations, or from 
school, to rush into the ranks of 
these amateurs. 
“Certainly the morals of the girls 
employed in the shows are not im- 
proved by association with such act- 
ors. The lawmakers considered this 
when they drew the line between 
moving pictures and vaudeville.”

ARBUCKLE BUYS PEARY’S 
NORTH POLE SHIP ROOSEVELT 


Will Use It in Fleet if He Gets 
Contract to Raise 
Maine. 

NEW YORK, ' Sept. 23.—The_ ship 
Roosevelt, in which Peary went to the 
Arctic regions, on his way to the 
North Pole, has been bought by John 
Arbuckle of this city. She will be 
used in connection with some of Mr. 
Arbuckle’s charities for working men 
and working women. He was the orig- 
inator of the ‘‘Floating Hotel’ for per- 
sons not able to pay the average sum- 

mer rates for board and lodging. 

The Roosevelt may, however, see 
more active and honorable service be- 
fore retiring to the placid career of a 
floating lodging house or hospital. Mr. 
Arbuckle hopes to’ obtain the. contract 
for raising the battleship Maine, and if 
successful he will make the Roosevelt 
flagship for the little band of vessels 
that will undertake the salvage. 

“The Roosevelt's hardships in the far 
North,” said Arbuckle, “have proved 
to me the vessel's capabilities and 
stanchness. I can conceive of no other 
ship which could approach her for this 
work. I wanted the best wrecking boat 
in the world, and I've got it, one which 
combines tremendous strength and 
power with sea worthiness of the high- 
est sort.”

Flanagan was in charge of a squad of 
negro cart-drivers in the quarry. Swan- 
son admitted that he also drew a knife. 
Most of the prisoners joined in the fight, 
in which whites were ranged against 
blacks. 

Rushing down to the quarry, Guard 
Schlegél dropped his revolver. John 
White picked up the weapon and fired 
five shots into the negro ranks, without 
hitting anyone. Guard Behler  over- 
powered White and took the revolver 
from him. 

All of the guards ran to the quarry 
with shotguns and overawed the riot- 
ers before anyone was seriously hurt.

2,06 A KILOWATT HOUR IS 
UNION ELECTRIC'S CITY BID 


Power Is Offered at 9.94 Less 
Than Rate Charged Small 


Private Consumer. 


In its bid for lighting the down- 
town group of city buildings, made 
public Friday, the Union Electri- 
Light and Power Co. quotes a rate of 
2.06 cents a kilowatt hour for light 
and power service. The rate does not 
include, lamps and appliances. The 
rate to small private consumers, in- 
cluding lamps and appliances, is 12 
cents a kilowatt hour. 

The city is now furnishing its own 
current for lighting the buildings, 
from the City Hall lighting plant, at 
a cost of 1.8 cents a kilowatt hour. 
This includes the cost of heating the 
City Hall, but it does not include cer- 
tain items such as insurance and de- 
preciation. 

President Reber of the Board of 
Public Improvements said Friday that 
it would take several weeks’ figur- 
ing to determine whether the city 
would do better to enlarge its pres- 
ent plant, to build a new one or to 
accept the Union Electric offer. 

The company’s bid, signed by Presi- 
dent Alten 8S. Miller, is for a rate of 
2.17 cents a kilowatt hour for service up 
mito 60,000 kilowatt hours a month; 2.06 
| cents from 60,000 to 70,000; 1.99 cents from 
70,000 to 80,000, and 1.9 cents for more 
than 80,000. The estimated amount of 
current needed for the buildings, includ- 
ing the new municipal building, is 740,292 
kilowatt hours a year, or between 60,000 
and 70,000 a month.

MUNCIE, Ind., Sept. 23.—Great inter- 


est it taken in this State in the an- 
nounced plan of pardoning a convict 
under ser@ence of life who is willing 
to take the ‘chance of inoculation for 
bovine tuberculosis. The experiment 
would be made in the interest of 
science. Doctors say that as they 
would be on watch for the disease they 
could detect it at first inception and 
probabiy cure !t. Gov. Marshall likes 
the suggestion but doubts the legality 
of offering pardon on that condition 
and is averse to taking the responsibil- 
ity on his own initiative. The doctors 
will try to remove his scruples by get- 
ting a judicial opinion and reinforcing 
it by public petitions. 

Service to humanity is the motive in 
this proposition. It is a mooted question 
whether persons can Contract the dis- 
ease from the milk or meat of cows af- 
flicted with it. Many physicians hold 
that the bovine tubercules are of 4 
distinet type and become impotent in 
the human system. 

Mtrch Discussed Question. 

The object of the health authorities 
is to settle definitely the question b,j 
direct transformations from diseased 
cattle and by feeding the milk and 
meat of such cattle to subjects under 
experiment. Then they would watcn 
carefully for results. 

Dr. W. E. Coover, State Veterinariar., 
is very keen to make the experiments. 
The wholesale destruction of diseased 
cattle, he thinks, is not justified while 
it remains doubtful if such animals 
menace the health of humans. If it 
may be shown that they do not, econ- 
omies may be effected by their isola- 
tion of treatment for a cure. If proved 
that they do communicate the disease 
to persons the medical profession will 
be relieved td have that question re- 
moved from the field of controversy. 

“Let us suppose the worst,’ Dr. 
Coover said today, “‘that the inoculated 
convict dies from the disease. Would 
that be worse than to drag out his 
life behind the bars, devoid of hope? 
Sympathy aside, why should a man who 
must always remain a convict love his 
life dearly or why should the State 
cohsider him as jit does a free man?” 

‘T believe that the average life-term 
man would jump at this chance to 

é ‘breathe free air again and I am equally 
convinced that the State has a moral 
right to offer life-term men this means 
of release. I am not talking of forcing 
convicts into such experiments. That 
would certainly be illegal. Let it be a 
matter of free will. 

‘“‘Most convicts would figure as I do. 
Maybe the bovine tubercle is not active 
in humans. In that case inoculation 
would be harmless, as would milk and 
meat. Suppose the tubercule to be per- 
nicious. A man under experiment knows 
that the doctors are looking out for 
bad symptoms and will catch them as 
soon as they appear. It Is common 
knowledge also that in its early stages 
the disease can be handled and con- 
trolled, if not cured. Thus a man is 
reasonably #ure of the enjoyment of his 
usual health for years, with a free life 
and he may live to an old age and 
never have the’disease. When he figures 
that way there is every inducement for 
him to take the chance.

TEAGHER'S THEORY 


TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 23.—Prof. D.C. 
Rogers of the State University, whi:e 
a believer in public education, does wv): 
believe that public education as it now 
exists has much to do with the diminu- 
tion of crime. ‘Prof. Rogers spoke 
before the sixth annual conference of 
the State Board of Control and the su- 
perintendents of the different State in- 
stitutions, 

“There are some states,’’ he said, ‘‘in 
which there are many illiterates ani 
few crimes, others in which there are 
few illiterates and many crimes, others 
in which there are few crimes and few 
illiterates and others in which there 
are many crimes and many illiterates. 

“At the same time, I have the greai- 
est interest in the educational meth- 
ods of the reformatory system, the pa- 
rolé system and the probation system 
I believe each of these methods to be 
of incalculable value so long as it is 
treated as an incomplete method to be 
used in connection with other methods.

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DISCHARGING CIVIC DUTY. 
Every St. Louis voter is aroused. The heavy 


registration proclaims that fact. The handicap 
of a single day in which to record the names of 
over 60,000 men was overcome and the gratify- 
ing news is that approximately 160,000 men are 
eligible to vote.

PROMOTING A GREAT CAUSE. 

The utilization of the old quarantine hos- 
pital for indigent tuberculosis patients is a 
gain for both economy and charity. Nothing in 
‘the way of hospital activity can contribute more 
to the general welfare than public effort to care 
for and cure tuberculosis. Such astonishing 
progress in the treatment of this affliction has 
been made through educative effort that a city 
which neglects any opportunity to aid the cause 
is derelict in the discharge of its obligation to 
safeguard health and aid the unfortunate. 

By devoting this old hospital to tubercular pa- 
tients the city reclaims it to usefulness and 
makes a clear saving of $15,000 a year, the ex- 
pense of maintaining it empty. But most of 
all is it important that the city show the way 
and demonstrate the methods of treating the dis- 
ease to the end that people may learn to guard 
against it and to combat its approach. The ulti- 
mate elimination of the dread plague is. certain, 
but that eventuation will be hastened by activ- 
ity. é' 

The practical abandonment of a hospital built 
for smallpox patients is a fine attestation of the 
progress resulting from scientific effort. Light, 
air, ventilation and diet have done as much to- 
ward stamping out smallpox as vaccination. The 
way to freedom from tuberculosis lies along the 
same path.

President Taft’s address at Cincinnati contains 
a-passage that merits much more consideration 
than it is likely to receive.

We are so accustomed to measure cities: solely 


by statistics of population and of business that 
the new method of measurement proposed by 
the President for Cincinnati is apt to provoke 
a smile. Yet it should not be so. We do not 
count the glory of Athens and of Jerusalem 
and of Rome in the ancient world by the num- 
ber of their inhabitants. Neither do we so 
appraise today the value to the world of Dres- 
den, or Munich, or Geneva, or Brussels, or Flor- 
ence. Why then should the measurement of 
American cities exclude all historic, artistic, lit- 
erary and social values? 

One of our defects as a people is that of either 
ignoring or underrating all wealth except that 
which can be converted into money or counted 
at the polls. By a paradox easily understood 
this exclusive devotion to money reacts upon 
itself and causes us to lose money. Thousands 
of Amerieans go abroad in search of culture 
when half the energy and half the money ex- 
pended in such tours would. produce in Ameri- 


can cities a local culture and charm not in-| 


» ferior to anything in Europe 


In importance and in interest the prohibitory 
amendment will, of course, outrank all the oth- 
ers.

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A HOUSEKEEPER ’S TROUBLES. 

At the Domestic Science and Pure Food Ex- 
hibition, that opened in New York last Satur- 
day, a number of samples of adulterated foods, 
exhibited as warnings, were mistaken for free 
lunch exhibits and eaten by visitors while the 
exhibiting scientists were temporarily absent. 

The adulterated samples were not harmful to 
health in any way, so no great evil was caused 
by the mistake, but the fact that the visiting 
housewives could not distinguish them from 
model foodstuffs shows how cleverly the adul- 
terations had been made. In one place where a 
lot of gum arabic, colored with coal-tar dye and 
artificially flavored, had been displayed to show 
how Orange peel can be imitated, every morsel 
was taken and eaten before the professor in 
charge of the pure food laboratory knew what 
was going on. 

It appears there is hardly any kind of pre- 
serves, jams, jellies, pickles, coffee, tea, cocoa, 
syrup or sauce that is not so well counterfeited 
by the rascals of the trade that the fraud cannot 
be detected except by chemical analysis. Evi- 
dently to domestic economy there must now be 
added domestic science, and in the near future 
as much learning will be required to conduct a 
household as to run a university.

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SAVING THE NORTH DAKOTA.

HAT helpless children in the 
7 public schools of the country 

have for years been compelled 
to undergo systems of gymnastics 
suited only for hardy adults and 
that many have been thereby injured 
for life is an amazing fact brought 
out by Rheta Childe Dorr in Hamp- 
ton’s Magazine. ; 

“Bver since gymnastics and ath- 

letics were admitted into’ the 
schools,’ says Mrs. Dorr, “the educa- 
tors and the directors of physical 
training have discussed the respect- 
ive merits of the Swedish ‘system,’ 
the German ‘system’ and half a doz- 
en other ‘systems,’ devoting much of 
their research to inanimate things 
instead of to the human child. ‘Sys- 
tem,’ once the breath of life of the 
educational machine, under the 
searchlight of school hygiene is rap- 
idly falling into disrepute. 
“In Boston they used to be devot- 
ed to the Swedish system of gym- 
nastics. Several generations of chil- 
iren were put rigidly through its 
outine before Dr. Harrington, direc- 
tor of the Bureau of School Hygiene, 
announced that the Swedish sysiem, 
admirably adapted to adults, was too 
heavy a physical and mental drain 
on children. Faulty posture, de- 
formed pelvises, curved spines, flat 
feet, broken arches of the feet were 
directly due to the gymnastic exer- 
cises upon the helpless children in 
the public schools of Boston. 

The Children’s Institute in con- 
nection with Clark University, Wor- 
cester, Mass., has at the head of its 
department of child hygiene Prof. 
William H. Burfiham, who has made 
some extraordinary studies in the 
hygiene of physical training. To be 
more exact, Prof. Burnham’s studies 
have been concerned chiefly with 
physical education. 

“This being true,” concludes Mrs. 
Dorr, “we have not much difficulty 
in agreeing with Dr. Burnham that 
the exercise of children and youths 
should be as carefully graded and su- 
pervised as their cultural studies.” 
“According to DOr. Burnham, there 
is a world of physiologtcal difference 
between young children and children 
in their teens—differences in circu- 
lation, heart action, nervous struc- 
ture and the power of the nervous 
system for storing energy. It is a 
physical impossibility for a child be- 
low the age of 13 to store up the 
neuromuscular energy which results 
in hardened and increased muscles. 
A child is incapable of ‘training’ in 
the athlete’s sense of the word. 
“Boys and girls under the age of 
18 or 14 should not, therefore, exer- 
cise with apparatus at all, unless the 
light dumbbell and Indian club be ex- 
cepted. They should play, and play, 
if possible, out of doors. 

“A boy of 16 running 10 miles 
draws heavily on the muscles of his 
legs and the resisting power of hrs 
heart and lungs. His organs not di- 
rectly concerned in the effort of run- 
ning retain their store of energy. A 
boy of 12 running the sa race 
draws on his gingle reservoir of en- 
ergy, and he finishes the race in a 
state of toxic fatigue. 

“The toxin or poison of fatigue is a 
real poison, quite as real and every 
bit ag dangerous as the toxin of diph- 
theria or smallpox. It has been test- 
ed in the laboratory and studied in 
the hospital. Injected into the veins 
of small animals the poison kills. 
Formed in the human system, it may 
permanently weaken and debilitate.

AEROPLANES TO UNCLE SAM 


Millionaire’s Son Wants to Create 
Government Aero Reserve 


* Without Asking a Cent. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—John Barry 
Ryan, son. of Thomas F. Ryan, the New 
York multi-millionaire, spent a day in| 
the War and Navy departments and 
succeeded in driving the officials into 
a state of enthusiasm over the propo- 
sition to provide the army and navy 
with a fleet of airships that would aug- 
ment tremendously the offensive and 
defensive powers of the twin services. 

The attractive feature of Ryan’s prop- 
osition was its economical side, as he 
did not ask a dollar of Government 
money in return for the creation of a 
reserve of about a thousand aeroplanes 
that might be called immediately into 
service by the Government in time of 
need. What he did want was the moral 
support of the two departments. 

This was given him with hearty good 
will. 

Ryan’s idea is to have an officer de- 
tafled from each branch to act in an 
advisory capacity and to assist in the 
organization of the reserve of military 
lines. 

Efforts will be made to develop aero- 
planes of greater size than those now in 
use, sO as to transport a corporals’ 
guard and to carry sufficient ammuni- 
tion for effective bemb work. Alto- 
gether, Ryan's proposition appealed very 
strengly to all of the army and na 
officers with whem he talked. :
